Chubb, a focal landowner, of Bemertan"

‘bebalf of tho. Cloyernment' and the na- | 
tion’ by Sit Alfred Mond, Firat Com: 
missioner. of ‘Works, : ‘ 

‘In. accepting the ‘deed of the gift from 
Mr. Chubb, who made tho presentation | 
from the top of one of the huge stones, ' 
Sir Alfred asid the monument woyld be 
sacredly: guarded by those most com- 


petent to judgd what ought to be'dane 
with it, There had been much criticiaor 


of the fencing; but it would be impor’ 


sible to leave the monument entirsly 
unguirded. . It was proposed, ‘by means 
ofa sunken fence, to afford the necessary
